EDITORIAL N O T E §S 
N some circles perhaps Willa Cather’s new novel will be looked on as the 
literary event of the year; in others it may be Freeman’s life of Lee. But 
it seems safe to say that Helen Haines’s Living with books will be the 
claimant to that title among those librarians who have anything to do with 
the selection of books. They knew that Miss Haines was the author par 
excellence for such a book. Now—just before this Book.ist goes to the 
printer—the book itself arrives, a large, well printed volume whose severe 
buckram binding gives no hint of the riches within. The brief skimming 
permitted in so limited a time indicates that our hopes have been fully 
justified. This is a practical guide in book selection which is at the same 
time a book to browse in; it is critical and inspiring and factual; it is well 
sprinkled with references and supplied with illustrative book lists. Miss 
Haines’s liberal mind is supported by a finely balanced judgment and an 
enviable acquaintance with literature, while her clarity of expression and 
the persuasiveness of her style insure a sympathetic interest in anything 
written by her. There seems little doubt but that Living with books will 
become an indispensable part of the equipment of all library administrators 
and library school students.—E. V’. D. M.
